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DECLARATION OF ALBRECHT WEISS, FREDERIC BIGEY, 
ERIC DUBREUCQ, AND GUY MOULIN 



We, Albrecht Weiss, Frederic Bigey, Eric Dubreucq, and Guy 
Moulin, hereby declare that: 

1. We are coinventors of the invention described and 
claimed in U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/681,636 (the 
f 636 application) . 

2. We have read and are familiar with the contents of the 
Official Action dated June 22, 2006 in the ! 636 application. We 
note that the Examiner has rejected claims 1-17 and 41 under 35 
U.S.C. §102 (b) as allegedly anticipated by Neugnot et al. The 
purpose of this declaration is to establish that the invention 
described and claimed in the f 636 application (the "subject 
invention") was completed prior to March 2002 which upon 
information and belief, is the earliest publication date 
ascribable to the Neugnot et al. reference which appeared in the 
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European J. Biochem. 269:1734-1745. 

4. Conception and reduction to practice of the 
invention described in the present application is evidenced by a 
copy of PCT/EP2002/007413 filed July 4, 2002 and published on 
October 23, 2002 submitted herewith as Exhibit A. Notably, this 
PCT application claims priority to EP Application 01401855.0 
which was filed on July 11, 2001 which predates the publication 
date of the Neugenot et al . article. We are in the process of 
obtaining a certified copy of the priority application .which will 
be forwarded to the USPTO immediately upon receipt. 

5. Virginie Neugnot was a graduate student in the 
laboratory of Eric Dubreucq during the period when the 
experiments presented in the Exhibit were performed and was 
working under his direction and supervision. All of the data 
relied upon to support the claimed invention were generated by 
experiments conducted by ourselves or by others working under our 
direction and supervision.
